STRIKE HALTS 2,000 
TRAINS THIS MORNING 


(O n tin ac* from P a n On«) 


Robertson stepped out of the all- 
night meeting shortly after 6 a. m. 
<EST' and announced: 
“The strike Is on but we are 
still negotiating.” 
Two federal mediators—Chair 
man Francis A O’Neill, Jr., of the 
National Railway Mediation Board 
and Leverett Edwards— have met 
continuously with representatives 
of both sides for 24 hours. 
The 
two shuttled back and forth be­ 
tween hotels where the two groups 
made their headquarters. 
The principal issue In dispute 
between the union and manage­ 
ment is the brotherhood’s demand 
for a second fireman on multiple- 
unit diesel locomotives. Two pres­ 
idential fact-finding boards have 
ruled against the union. 
May Affect 100,000 More 
Brotherhood officials said the 
strike will eventually affect 100,- 
000 other railroad employes. Strik­ 
ers were ordered to handle only 
milk, troop and hospital trains and 
the presidential special if it passes 
over struck trackage. 
A brotherhood spokesman claim­ 
ed that the four struck lines are 
closely paralleled by other rail­ 
roads and the “nation should suf­ 
fer no real hardship”. 
A fifth railroad was affected In­ 
directly by the walkout. The Ches­ 
apeake & Ohoi announced it was 
halting passenger service to Chi­ 
cago, Washington.

Traffic on the Pennsylvania’s 
tracks north and west of Harris­ 
burg, Pa., was halted at the strike 
deadline. 
New York 
Central operations 
west of Buffalo. N. Y„ were hit. 
Pickets appeared at Santa Fe 
yards in Chicago shortly after the 
strike deadline. 
The Central, Pennsylvania and 
Santa Fe previously had announc­ 
ed embargoes on all movement of 
freight, passenger and mail trains 
that could not reach their destina­ 
tion before 6 a. m. standard time. 
The Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mission authorized the four car­ 
riers to divert freight on hand to 
other roads so that it might reach 
its destination.

A TIME FOR HOPE 
May, the fifth months of the year, when Nature real- 
ly a w a k e n s to add beauty to a scene made drab by win. 
ter is at hand. Throughout the ages it has been desig­ 
nated as a desirable part of tin* year. The merry month 
of Mav is a common expression. 
It is a time for renewed hopes, of planning and 
dreaming. O f reformation, perhaps. Omar Khayyam had 
it in mind when he wrote: “ And now, in the fires ot 
spring, vour winter garments of repentance fling. 
Mav is the beneficiary of the preceding month ot 
April, whose showers brought the flowers which adorn 
the green of the laucLeape. It leads to the month of 
June, when days are rare. It is a time ot festival. Hu­ 
man loves and passions are aroused. It is a time for 
lovers’ trysts. Gone is the chill of winter, the sobbing 
of the elements in March, the vagaries of April. The heat 
of summer appears far oft. 
May should bring new hope to mankind, that the 
still tender wounds of war may be healed, that days 
ahead will be pleasant and profitable. That hearts may 
be cheered by the hope which springs eternal in the 
human breast with the coming of spring. 


BILLIONS FOR EUROPE 
After three weeks of debate, the Senate has approved 
m foreign aid bill which differs only slightly from that 
previously passed by the House. Both blanches have au­ 
thorized the spending of $2,850,000 for European recov­ 
ery — $250,000,000 less than the administration asked. 
Both have approved help for Korea, ( liina, and Arab refu­ 
gees driven from their homes in Palestine, and a begin­ 
ning on the Point Four plan. 
The temptation to make a deeper cut in funds for 
foreign aid was strong. Many Senators are deeply and 
properly concerned over federal deficits, llie urgency tor 
tax relief is strong. The I nited States has already in­ 
vested a great many billions in aid to Kurope in the five 
years since the war, and there seems to be no end in sight. 
There is reason for concern in inclusion of Point 
Four in the Marshall plan. This could be blown up into 
another full-fledged relief plan when taxpayers’ pressure 
finally forces abandonment of Marshall plan spending. 
Spending could be continued 011 the present scale by 
merely changing the name applied to the relief billions. 


L ittle 
A ustria 
has 
barricaded 
herself still m ore strongly against 
itg m enace of com m unism today 
as the result of elections in the 
southern part of the country which 
virtually obliterated red represen­ 
tation. 
The balloting took place in low er 
A ustria, w here 37 out of 38 com ­ 
m unist - appointed

throw n out of office and red influ­ 
ence on m unicipal councils all but 
erased. 
Doubly Significant 
It 
was doubly 
significant be­ 
cause the balloting took place in 
an area th at is u n d er Soviet occu­ 
pation 
The ousted m ayors had 
been put in office by Soviet au­ 
th o rities following A ustria’s lib er­ 
ation in 1945. 
The election m arked the first 
free voting since th at tim e and 
com pletely proved C hancellor Leo­ 
pold Figl's frequent assertion th at 
A ustria is safe from com m unism . 
T here is every likelihood th at 
he and Foreign M inister Karl G ru­ 
ber will use the results as the basis 
of a new dem and that the council 
of foreign m inisters proceed im ­ 
m ediately with form ulation of a 
peace treaty.

A REPUBLICAN FROM TEXAS 
While Republicans in Texas are neither extinct, like 
the dodo, nor as rare as they are in other Southern States, 
the election of a Republican Congressman from that 
State is still sufficiently unusual to be worthy of more 
than passing mention. 
It’s been 24 years since a Republican was elected to 
Congress from Texas. Even the spectacular defection of 
the State to the Republican column in the 1928 Presi­ 
dential election didn’t produce a break in the solid 
ranks of Democratic Congressmen from the Lone Star 
State. 
But Ben H. Guill, a 40-year -old newcomer to politics, 
has turned the trick in a special election in the Panhandle 
district. He will go to Washington refreshingly free from 
plans to make over the world, 01* even the I nited States, 
but determined simply to see that his district doesn’t 
get a pushing around from “ those big shots’’ in the 
capital. 
Glib conclusions from this result that a trend has 
set in, that the entire 1950 Congressional elections are 
in the bag, seem more than a little premature. But it’s 
entirely in order to point out that Guill’s surprising vic­ 
tory proves that a Republican can be elected in the South, 
and ought to spur efforts in other parts of Dixie to bring 
back a genuine two-party system. 


ICEBERG YEAR 
The Navy’s hydrographic office reports that ice­ 
berg conditions in the North Atlantic Ocean may be 
more dangerous this summer than in a decade. Already 
liners have switched to a more roundabout southerly 
route between the United States and British and Euro­ 
pean ports. They are giving a wide berth to the Gran 
Banks of Newfoundland, where icebergs accumulate. 
Indications are that there are likely to be more ice­ 
bergs in the North Atlantic danger area than at any time 
since 1939. In that year, the hydrographic office reports, 
icebergs menaced shipping as late as August, approxi­ 
mately a month longer than usual. 
The International Ice Patrol has been on duty since 
1912, when in April of that year the liner Titanic smash­ 
ed into an iceberg on her maiden voyage and sank with 
a loss of 1,731 lives. Patrol ships are United States 
Coast Guard cutters. Fourteen nations participate in the 
patrol, and cost of the project is divided among partici­ 
pating nations in proportion to the tonnage of the ship­ 
ping in the North Atlantic. 
Bomber planes now supplant the cutters, and in the 
38 years since establishment of the patrol not a ship has 
been lost through collision with an iceberg.

PUNISHM ENT 
As soon as the child has learned 
to stay put—which should be be­ 
fore he is two o r th ree years of 
age— the most hum ane and potent 
punishm ent for him is to assign 
him to sit on a chair, box or even 
on the floor, w ithout 
playthings 
or anything else to am use him 
For the child two or three, a 
reasonable 
sentence 
is 
fifteen 
m inutes; fo r the to t from four to 
six, 
tw enty 
m inutes; 
for 
the 
youngster 
from 
seven 
to 
ten 
th irty m inutes. It’s very im portant 
th at the tim e be definite, as m ea­ 
sured by the clock, and announced 
to the child when assigned to the 
chair. 
No Indeterm inate Sentence 
L et there be no indeterm inate 
sentence fo r him. Don t tell him 
to “sit th ere till I tell you to get 
down.” Assigned to sit fo r a d efi­ 
nite tim e, the to t soon resigns to 
the inevitable and gets the de­ 
sired association of discom fort w ith 
the naughty act. 
Many parents, finding that this 
m eans of punishm ent easily de­ 
ters wrong conduct in the young 
child, 
are 
inclined 
to 
threaten 
with “th e chair” or to assign the 
child to sit in it for less than a 
m inute. So •niId a sentence lias 
little perm anent effect, with the 
result that the youngster may be 
sent to the chair many times a 
day, with constant annoyance to 
him and his parents. The tot who 
m ust rem ain in the chair tor a 
reasonable, definite period rarely 
m ust go there. 
If, during his sitting in the chair 
for punishm ent, the child wishes 
to converse w ith you about m at­ 
ters unrelated to the oflonse or 
his punishm ent, answ er him as if 
nothing irreg u lar had 
happened 
provided 
it 
does 
not 
seriously 
ham per your regular program . 
If 
he cries or scream s, act as if you 
w ere deaf 
W hen the tim e is up, fell him 
so, unless he can read the clock 
for him self. D on't rem ind him of 
the reason he was punished, or 
m ake him prom ise not to repeat 
the act. 
C hair sitting punishm ent is very 
effective. The child who has been 
restrained in his early year-, by 
his parents can easily be restrained 
by a baby sitter. 
Too, the youngster wisely re­ 
strained at home through chair 
, sitting readily subm its to isola- 
■ tion by the teacher later when he 
becomes a nuisance at school. Ob- 


i viously, he will in many ways face 
few er spankings and w hippings by 
anybody.

W ASHINGTON. D. C., May 10.— It rem ained for Owen L attim ore, 
a man of letters, to coin the word “ M cC arthyism " which may be de­ 
fined as a tidal wave of anti-C om m unist hatred now sw eeping the 
country. 
Since Dr. L attim ore is a victim of this wave 
and presum ­ 
ably an innocent victim till proved otherw ise— he does not like it. 
This is understandable in Dr. L attim ore. but there is no sense preten d ­ 
ing that the wave doesn't exist and no point refusing to acknow ledge 
its power. 
The A m erican people today are aroused against Com m un­ 
ism to a d egree that can hardly be exaggerated. 
They are so aroused 
th a t such norm al A m erican virtues as reason and patience, tolerance 
and even justice are in tem porary suspension. 
They are angry, fear­ 
ful. suspicious and vengeful. 
They are. to add it all up, in a state 
of w ar psychology. 
Mturt Examine Popular Reaction 
In two foregoing colum ns I have tried to exam ine the case of 
the m oralists against M cCarthyism . 
It has been w ritten and said 
th at the W isconsin S enator’s behavior has injured the A m erican cauje 
at home and abroad. 
Bui there seem s to be little except windy 
indignation behind these lam ents. 
D espite the anguish of calam ity- 
howlers, tw o-party politics, bipartisan foreign policy and the grinding 
m ills of legislation show no im pairm ent. 
To get the real effects of 
M cCarthyism we m ust exam ine the popular reaction. 
One visible m anifestation to anyone who w rites a by-line colum n 
is the sort of letters he receives. 
The evidence of my own mail slot 
is unm istakable. 
M cCarthyism is not confined, as many of its assail­ 
ants are saying, to super-patriots and professional patrioteers. 
Quit* 
the contrary, m ost persons who w rite in are plain-spoken ctizens w ith 
a proprietory interest in th e ir governm ent and a norm al fam iliarity 
w ith the oddities of A m erican politics. 
They are not. I'm quite cer­ 
tain. R ed-baiters or fanatics by nature. 
But under the stress of 
cu rren t happenings, they are gripped by M cCarthyism . 
They are in 
no mood to h ear anything good of Secretary’ Acheson ("I will not 
tu rn my back on A lger Hiss”), and they are very im patient about any 
criticism of S enator M cCarthy ("If the FBI files would prove me a 
liar, the A dm inistration would deliver th e files tom orrow ” ). 
T here is 
no use quarreling w ith this sort of extrem ism —as if a tita l wave 
can be q uarreled with, anyhow! 
T here it is. 
A nother Sign In Florida Vote 
A nother sign of M cCarthyism lies in the 60,000-vote m ajority of 
G eorge Sm athers over Claude P epper in th e recent Florida prim ary 
election. 
O th er causes must be averaged into this result. 
The people 
of Florida may have been tired of Pepper, fed up w ith the F air Deal, 
annoyed by the CIO and enam oured of Sm athers. 
Had th e election 
been a photo-finish, as was widely predicted, these factors might havB 
been called the param ount issues. 
But the m argin of S m ather’s vic­ 
tory presents another factor. 
In dispatches w ritten from Florida d u r­ 
ing A pril. I suggested th at “Potom ac county” (m eaning the D istrict 
of Colum bia) m ight decide the election if S enator M cC arthy proved 
anything. 
This if-clause represented an under-estim ate of M cC arthy­ 
ism. 
The Senator hasn’t yet “proved” anything. 
But Sm athers k e p t 
P epper’s left-w ing associations daily before the people, and the vote 
was the pay-off. 
The people, w hile attaching no legal guilt to such 
associations, ju st don’t like them —and th a t’s the people’s privilege.

nist party only for Taft-Hartley 
affidavit purposes. 
Taft, a co-author of the Labor 
Act said that the supreme court 
holding that the non-Communist 
affidavit provision ie constitutional 
now calls for some prosecution^ by 
the Justice Department. 
Taft disputes the Justice Depart­ 
m ent's contention that the law is 
so loosely drawn that a man who 
was a Communist yesterday and 
resigned from the party last night 
could sign a non-Communist af­ 
fidavit today without violating the 
act. Taft said: 
“ It’s a good, effective provision 
as it stands. What we need now 
is some prosecutions 
There have 
been numerous complaints but the 
Justice Departm ent has done noth­ 
ing about them .’’ 
Sen McClellan <D> Ark., whose

“As q minister's wife it has been 
my practice to attend the wedding 
of a member of my husba. l’s con­ 
gregation when my husband has 
been asked to perform the cere­ 
mony only when I have received a 
formal invitation. Am I correct in 
so conducting myself?” 
Answer: 
You are. indeed, cor­ 
rect. 
Some brides do invite the 
officiating clergyman and his wife 
to the reception, if they are so­ 
cially acquainted and congenial; 
however, more often. I believe this 
is not done. 
Neither the officiat­ 
ing clergyman nor his wife should 
attend unless specifically invited.

Pierre, the seal 
human, barked 
from the west coast 
But I think in all fairness. M l» 
France or any other challenger 
should swim the channel as I did 
•—no hands. In fact, if Miss France 
or any other contestant uses his 
hands in the channel swim. I shall 
immediately contest the record,” 
Pierre continued 
Season Is Opening 
The seal’s statement was promp­ 
ted by the opening of the 1950 
English Channel swimming season 
—oddly enough—deep in the heart 
of Texas where Mis* France, 17- 
year-old hopeful from Somerset, 
Mavs.. has begun training at Lake 
Texoma. Miss France failed last 
j ear w here Pierre succeeded so 
brilliantly. 
"She’s a nice kid,” said Pierre, 
with a leer in his voice that could 
be heard all the way from Cali­ 
fornia. “I’m willing to admit she's 
prettier than I. if you like girls, 
even if she doesn’t swim as well as 
1 do. 
“I trained on a strict diet of fish. 
It worked for me. and I strongly 
advise it fpr her. I used the Cata­ 
lina crawl, known out here as the 
'slap-flap.’ which 
she would do 
well to emulate.” 
Asked if he had any other words 
of advice for Shirley May, Pierre 
said that while in training he had 
given up dancing, stayed out of 
night spots and trained consci­ 
entiously. 
i kept in trim by balancing a 
ball on my nose and improved my 
wind by blowing horns'* he said, 
adding, “but then, I come of a 
musical family.” 


In The Swim 
, 
Pierrt also warned Shirley May 
that it’s cold outside in the chan­ 
nel and advised her to wear a seal 
skin coat, as he did on his own 
sensational crossing. 
“It isn’t the swimming that's so 
hard 
in 
this 
channel 
racket,” 
Pierre 
confided. 
I could 
have 
swum the channel in half the time 
if the darn fool* in the official boat 
hadn't kept throwing herring at 
me. 
“It’s the diving for herring that 
makes the swim strenuous and 
somewhat 
tedious. 
Those 
fools 
tossed 33 herring at nit- and 1 hard­ 
ly had the strength left to make 
that last mile to the English coast. 
If I were Shirley May or had it to 
do over again. 1 would nix the 
herring ” 
Pierre noted that Miss France's 
father is once more master-mind­ 
ing his daughter’s training <amp 
and said he would gladly send his 
father down to give Mr. France 
some helpful hints “except that my 
old man ha* a run of the road con­ 
tract at present with the circus.” 
The seal, who insists he is a 
sportsman not a mere trained an­ 
imal, says he hopes Ralph Edwards 
of radio fame, who underwrote his 
assault on t,he channel last season, 
can be induced this year to finance 


a swim across the Hellespont or 
around the Cape of Good Hope. 
Dislikes Publicity'

“There is only one thing about 
this business that I find d isa g re e­ 
able,” Pierre admitted. “I dislike 
publicity, and 
I—for one-hope 
that Mfcss France is not as shy as I 
am. All the publicity I received on 
land certainly made me feel like 
a fish out of water!” 
However, Pierre added that a 
successful channel swimmer can 
latch onto plenty of clam ihells in 
sports sho\Vs. personal appearance 
tours and liquor endorsement*. 
“I got 10 G’s just for saying 
’Pierre 
Cilion 
has 
switched 
to 
booze after the swim.” he boasted. 
However, 
he 
ruefully 
admitted, 
ea*y come, easy go. 
“I got to feeling my herring 
after the swim,” Pierre said, “and 
began throwing the folding stuff 
away like seaweed.” 
His final advice to Shirley May 
is to save her money and not end 
up, as he has, with nothing to show 
for his record-breaking feat but a 
couple of fins.

Teachers Retirement 
Pay Boost July 1 
PHILADELPHIA. 
May 
10. — 
( I N S ) —• Pennsylvania's 
public 
school teachers will welcome July 
1 this year. 
That is the day the new liberal­ 
ized 
Teachers 
Retirement 
Act 
takes effect to give the state's 
teachers an estimated 15 per cent 
boost in retirement allowances. 
The new law will set $1,200 a 
year as the minimum retirement 
allowance after 40 years of service. 


If teachers are to become eli­ 
gible for the new plan, they must 
pay from about one-half of one 
per cent to about two and a quart­ 
er per cent more of their wages. 
The plan is voluntary. During 
May'teachers w ill be given forms 
on which to say whether or not 
they wish to Join.

meriful end, these unfortunate animals jare taken to»rural sections 
and abandoned. No more cruel fate could befall these friendly a m m . 
that have known nothing of the wild habitat with its constant 
cl 
for survival, writes Seth Myers, Northwest division, btate F ^eration 
of Sportsmen. 
“ Dogs and housecats that have been fed b y the> band 
of man, know little of the terrific struggle with which animal life 
is confronted in the woods, to secure food. 
A continuous struggle 
survival of the fittest. 
Home raised animals are doomed to slow 
starvation death the minute they are abandoned by their former friend.. 
Nature will steer them in search of food; baby animals and birds n 
nests, eggs, old and feeble species of game, a few rodents and carrion. 
But in the end, staravation. 


“ As I wander through the woods and fields, I see these old, 
unwanted dogs on every hand. 
I always have a feeling of pity for 
the unfortunate creature. 
Their wild and haunted eyes show only 
mistrust and contempt for mankind for whom they were once, worship­ 
ful and williny slaves. 
. . 
. ___ 
“ I find too, the woods and fields inhabited by slinking housecats, 
ever crouching in wait tor anything that will provide a meal. 
One 
cannot get even close to them, because of their long separation from 
the kind hands of humans. 
A menace to wildlife of course, but we 
must be careful about pointing the finger of blame. 
“ Once they are abandoned it is difficult to eliminate them. 
Hunters must not kill cats belonging to farmers as this results 
in posting of farms. Really wild housecats will not be found near farm 
buildings and only those in the depth of the forest may be assumed 
as ownerless. 
• 
“ At present there is a Pennsylvania law against abandoning cats 
in rural areas, punishable by a $25.00 fine. 
Also, a similar law is in 
the offing to stop the practice of dropping unwanted dogs. Both should 
be strictly abided by and the law enforced to the letter. 
"This, “ Be Kind to Animal Week", %hould serve for all of us to 
stop and think of how cruel it is to abandon tame cats and dogs in 
the wild. 
"If they have grown too old or have developed disease, why not 
give them real human kindness? 
Take them to a humane society or 
some other place to be put out of their misery in a merciful manner. 
"In this way, numberless tragedies can be avoided. 
1 housands 
of baby animals and birds can be saved when people stop stocking 
the woods and fields with cast off pets 
These pets and former 
friends of mankind deserve at least, enough kindness to prevent the 
practice of 'road dropping ."
